township. There are a great many 
cases on the hill now, and the people 
are so careless that it is spreading at an 
alarming rate. 
Most of the oases are 


just light attacks, but they are as bad 
as any other kind. Physicians have 
not been summoned and parents have 
allowed their children to run about 
The board this monring decided to hire 
a physician to take charge of the cases 
and to report all doubtful oases to the 
authorities. 
The Olay township boaic 


intends to ward off a general epidemic 
as should the city officials. 


In this connection it would be wel 


to state that the second hand stores o: 
the city are sowers of the germs o: 
disease. Goods are brought here from 
Cincinnati and other places and gener 
ally are bought of peoplejwho^have bai 
some oontageous disease and "deaire t 
get rid of their goods on this account 
The clothing carries the germs, and in 
that way many who patronize the sec 
oud hand stores in this city have con 
traoted the diphtheria.

OTH SIDES OLAIM A VIOTOEY. 


Tie Defense In tho Kmnous Murder Trial 
Closes, 
but 
tho 
Ut>; Suusiigo Maker 


Upon <he Advice of His Attorney, Does 
Not Tell Ills Htov.v to tho Jury—Tho 
Crowd Uisapiiointctl. 


Chicago, Oct. C.—The end of the fa- 


mous Luetgert murder trial is nearer 
han was thought. The defense rested 
ts case, and there is nothing now to 
come but the rebuttal evidence of the 
state and the arguments of the attor- 
neys, probably about two weeks in all. 


The state has eighty witnesses to 


place upon the stand, but State's At- 
orney Deneen said that in most cases 
their evidence will be short and that 
10 will get through with them in a 
lurry. 


Upon the 
advice of his attorneys 


Lnetgert did not go upon the witness 
stand. 


As the evidence in this famous trial 


is now practically all In an ^stiniate 
of the relative strength of the prosecu- 
ion and the defense, respectively, is 
the sole topic of discussion around the 
criminal court building. The attorneys 
engaged are probably the best judges 
of the weight of the evidence. All of 
them have 
made a, close analytical 


study of every bit of evidence 
pro- 


duced on the trial. They are likely to 
be biased, and one or the other of the 
contending sides must 
be entirely 


wrong, for both are sure of winning. 


"We have mad* out as strong a cir- 


cumstantial case as it was possible to 
present," said 
State's Attorney De-« 


neen. 
"The 
evidence was connected, 


and the story moved along in a smooth 
and natural groove. Our case will be 
strengthened by the rebuttal evidence 
yet to be heard. The identifications of 
women at Kenosha, Wis., and Lake 
Zurich, Wis., will be absolutely oblit- 
erated before the end of the present 
week. That will add another link to 
our strong circumstantial chain. 
We 


are fully satisfied with the situation. 
Of course it would not be proper for 
me to express an opinion relative to 
Luetgert's failure to go upon the wit- 
ness stand." 


Ex-Judge Vincent 
was apparently 


highly pleased over the status of the 
case. 
"We have met them at every 


point and checked them," said he. "We 
have impeached several of their wit- 
nesses and they have failed to show 
beyond a reasonable doubt that Mrs. 
Luetgert is dead. In my judgment a 
case has not been established under 
the 
indictment. 
And 
we are 
not 


through yet." 


Luetgert is confident that he will bo 


acquitted. 
While apparently regret- 


ting that he had not had the opportu- 
nity to tell his story to the jury,-the 
big sansagemaker said he was satisfied 
that the jury would not convict him 
under the evidence presented. Luet- 
gert was in an ugly humor during the 
afternoon and 
not 
inclined to talk 


much.

burg Post for our laboring people to 
ponder on. 
Wby elect Hanna to the 


senate and say to the world that the 
trusts and syndicates own the labor- 
ing people of the Dnited States? The 
Post says: 
"The progress and financial.resources 


of the British 
trades 
unions 
are 


shown in the last Bulletin of the De- 
partment of Labor, edited by Oairoll 
D Wright, commissioner of labor. 


"The British official statistics are for 


1895, and cover reports from 1,250 
trades unions, with a membership of 
1,330,104, The building, engineering 
and metal mining and transportation 
services had about 1,000,000 of thin 
membership. 
Mining and quarrying 


had 268,384 members. 
"The financial operations of 100 of 


the principal trade unions show that 
in 1895 they had an income of $7,561,- 
000, that they expended $6,814,000 and 
had on hand at the end of the year 
18,304,765. or $9.11 per head. 


"The 
way this large amount of 


money was expended is interesting. Of 
the $6,814,000 only $1,030,000 was ex- 
pended in aid of strikes or disputes. 
The unemployed benefits paid were 
|2,121,775; the sick benefit, $1,157,- 
259; 
accident benefit, $126,840; anper- 


annuation benefit, $632,221; funeral 
benefit, $368,282. 
The working ex- 


penses of the lOOunionawaa $1,246,- 
763 
It appeara therefore that of the 


$6,814,000 collected $4,538,000 waa 
returned to the members of the nniona 
in the shape of benefits. 
The income 


stands for $8.29 a head, the expendi- 
nre §7.47, -while the fund OD hand at 
the end of the year was considerably 
more than $8,000,000, or $9.11 a head. 


"Reports of this character are not 


available from the American trades 
unions, aa they are loth to make re- 
turns of their collections or disburse- 
ments. They are at fault in this re- 
•pect, 
"The federation principle obtains to 


a large extent in Great Britain. 
A 


"federation" is defined as "an associa- 
tion of separate trade societies 
or 


branches of societies connected with 
kindred trades for certain limited and 
specific purposes, with limited and de- 
fined powers over its constituent soci- 
eties." It is distinguished from a trade 
union by the fact that "its constituent 
members are societies or branohea and 
not individuals." In 1893 there are 
108 federations, including 1,490 separ- 
ate unions, with 1,053,840 members.

In Great Britain and Ireland' organ- 


ized labor embraces 1,330,000 persona 
out of the five or six millions that 
might be organized, or about 32 per 
cent. 
Agricultural laborers are, how- 


ever, to some extent organized in Eng- 
land, so that the basis is broader there 
than in the United States. 


"In the United States estimates vary 


as to the proportion of labor organized.. 
Twelve years ago it waa estimated, on 
careful daia, that about 30 per cent, of 
the persona in industrial, mechanical, 
mining and transportation 
pursuits 


were members of labor organizations. 
Later estimates, in 1894, showed that 
the labor unions at that time had aome 
750,000 members, or 3 per cent, of the 
persons engaged in what the census 
calls 'gainful occupations'; but thia 
general 
classification would include 


agricultural laborers, and is not to the 
purpose.'' 
• 


vocal music in public, private, normal 
schools, seminaries and colleges. Why 
ia it that Germany has produced the 
greatest of musicians and today the 
best talent that we have are Germane, 
or were educated there? Why is it that 
Germany baa the greatest reputation in 
the world and leads every other nation- 
ality?

near the child when its heart is pure 
and nndefiled, as it is the purest of all 
arts. 
It should be taught, not only for 


the pleasure and recreation which chil- 
dren derive from it, but as a factor for 
training the mind and its benevolent in- 
fluences it has upon human nature.

Scarcely leas important than the elec- 


tion of mayor in New York next month 
is the choice of the city legislature. 
It 


comprises a council of twenty-nine 
members, elected for four yeara, and a 
board of sixty aldermen, chosen for two 
yeara. On this body is conferred legis- 
lative authority over all the usual sub- 
jects of municipal legislation juris- 
diction. 
More than that, it haa im- 


portant supervisory functions, which 
are thus outlined in tthe report of the 
charter commission to the legislature. 


The municipal assembly, through its 


representatives, ia tho organ of the peo- 
ple in the various boroughs and in 
every part of the city. It ia made ita 
duty to see that the laws and ordin- 
ances of the oity are faithfully observed 
by all departments and officers. 
To 


this end the commission has given the 
municipal assembly by joiut resolution 
the power to 'make inquest into, and 
within the carefully defined limitations 
of tbn charter esercisc rupervision over 
all tho departments cri officers of the 
city—a most useful and necessary func- 
tion, operating as a salutary check on 
secret abuses, maladministration and 
oppressive aud 
illegal exeioiso 
of 


authority. 


The postmaster general recently ap- 


pointed a colored man named Loftin 
postmaster at Hogansvillo, Georgia. 
Lofcin bore the reputation of being in- 
telligent and industrious and a man of 
largo influence among his people. 
He 


was a delegate from Georgia toothe St. 
Louis cnnveution that nominated Presi- 
dent MeKinley.

hold office in that village, and they en 
tered into a conspiracy to kill him. 


They shot him from ambnah shortly 


after taking office,and they sent word 
to Washington that they would do a 
like service for any other colored man 
the postmaster general should appoint. 
—Tribune.

Republicans, vrho were mad because he 
was appointed postmaster |over their 
heads.

After all the advertising and the al- 


most superhuman efforts put forth by 
the Hanna faction of the Republican 
party in Soioto oonnty, the big show 
took place at the couit houso and at 
Kendall's hall yesterday afternoon and 
last night. There was a fair crowd at 
the court house and Kendall's hall was 
full, but at both places it was evident 
that curiosity was the main drawing 
card. The comparative silence with 
whioh Mr. Hanna and the lesser lights 
•were received, was painfully marked. 
Such expressions aa "I wish I had gone 
to the base ball game," and "I don't 
think much of that speech," could be 
heard on all sides. One old gentleman, 
who waa the center of a group discuss- 
ing Hanna, remarked: "Well, he looks 
like a labor crusher, anyhow." 


There was a chill in the atmosphere 


whioh Hanna could not help feeling, 
and it seemed to irritate him. 


After a long wait, during whioh the 


crowd grew restless, the speakers ar- 
rived and were greeted by a very luke- 
warm applause. There was consider- 
able craning of necks to see the star 
actor, and then the crowd subsided into 
an attitude of curiosity such as might 
be seen depicted on the faces of a 
crowded museum. 


Mr. F. L. Marting very gracefully 


presided over the meeting, and with a 
neat little .speech introduced Senator 
Thnrston, of Nebraska. 


Mr. Thurston is a fluent speaker and 


opened his speech with an apology for 
his voice, whioh he said waa as badly 
broken as the Chicago platform, but 
that it would, like a Republican cam- 
paign, grow better as it progressed. 
This was considered very funny, and 
a few people applauded. He over-shot 
the mark a little, however, when lie 
declared that all of Ohio and a great 
part of Kentucky must be present. 
He 


then counselled calmness and delibera- 
tion and sought to pour oil upon the 
troubled waters by discouraging fac- 
tional strife.

YOM KIPPUR 


The Greatest of Jewish Fentlvals Fittingly 


Observed In This City Today—Service* 


at the Synagogue. 


This is the greatest of Jewish holi- 


days, the Day of Atonement, or, as it 
is called in the Hebrew tongue, Yom 
Kippur. 
The observance began yester- 


day evening, at 6:80, like all Jewish 
festivals, services being held at the 
synagogue. Further services were held 
this morning, beginning at 9 o'clock. 
The services were very impresaive. 
Mra. Wells Hntchina sang delightfully 
at this service. At 3 o'clock this after- 
noon another impressive service was 
held. 


Yom Kippur, in the Jewish calendar, 


is the 10th day of the mouth of Tishri, 
on which the Hebrews begin their 
religious year. 
The orthodox Jews ba- 


lieve that on New Year's Day God 
judges all the inhabitants of the earth, 
according to their conduct during the 
past year, and enters His judgment in 
a large book called "The Book of 
Fate." Thia judgment ia believed to 
include punishment in the form of mia- 
fortnnea, sickness and perhaps death 
during the coming year. This volume 
is closed on Naw Year's Day at sun- 
down, but is laft unsealed for ten days, 
and on the tenth day, Yom Kippur, it 
is sealed. It is also believed that sin- 
cere repentance on the part of sinners 
will move God to erase bad judgments 
and substitute good ones for them. 


At the close of the services the shofar, 


a ram's horn is blown in remembrance 
of the Jubilee year. 
Then the blessing 


is said over a oup of wine and a 
braided wax candle, which is the first 
light the orthodox Jew is allowed to 
kindle, for on this holy day the light- 
ing of a fire is presumed to be sinful. 
After the services the worshippers con- 
gratulate each other, expressing the 
aope that their prayers will be an- 
swered.

, It was the greatest outpouring of the 
people seen in this city during tlie 
present campaign. The

opened at 7:15 and in less than two 
minutes every seat in the hig hall was 
occupied, and the aisles, as far as the 
police permitted, were crowded. 


Hundreds were turned away during 


the next 16 minutes, and by 8 p. m. 
•everal thousands, unable to gain ad- 
mission, assembled outside and held 
open-air meetings in the plaza, which 


'"^rere addressed by several local speak- 


ers. 


Henry George's appearance 
before 


the meeting was the signal for an out- 
burst of cheering that lasted three 
minutes. Jerome O'Neill of the Cen- 
tral Labor union presided. The Chair- 
man mentioned the Chicago platform, 
^whereupon the entire audience rose to 
its feet as one man, hats and handker- 
chiefs were waved in the air, and the 
cheering continued for several min- 
utes. 
The secretary then read tele- 


grams from C. A. "Walsh, secretary of 
the national committee and member of 
the committee from Iowa, and Sena- 
tor Tillman, encoraging the movement 
lor the election of Henry George. 


John B. Foote, the Brooklyn dele- 


gate who protested against the nomi- 
nation of Van Wyck in the Tammany 
convention, was called upon to address 
the 
meeting. While Mr. Foote was 


epeaWng Henry George, accompanied 
by Tom li. Johnson, entered the hall. 
T-he audience again rose with more fer- 
vor than before, if that were possible, 
and for several minutes there was a 
-wild hurricane of 'cheering. A. B. 
Cruikshank of the United Democracy 
then formally tendered the nomina- 
tion on behalf of his organization to 
Mr. George. Charles Frederick Adams, 
on behalf of the Democratic alliance, 
then offered to Mr. George the nomi- 
nation of the organization which hs 
represented. James T. Harvey of tha 
.People's party and John H. Crosby o£ 
the Manhattan Single Tax club also 
notified Mr. George of his nomination 
by their respective organizations. 


fellow Fever Breaks Out Again at New 


Orleuiia After a Lull. 


New Orleans, Oct. 6.—After two days 


ef improvement and of promise the 
fever situation on ue face of the rec- 
ord took somewhat of a turn during 
the day. For 40 hours there nad been 
no deaths, and the number of cases 
bad shown a material failing off. 


However, the report of new cases 


began to come In with considerable 
rapidity and by 3 p. m. all previous 
records of this season had been 
broken, so far as new cases were con- 
cerned. 


In a few :hours three deaths bad also 


been reported to the board. The phy- 
sicians are not at a loss to explain the 
increase in cases. They took the view 
that it might 'be expected that numer- 
ous cases would still continue daily 
to 'be reported. 


Dr. Olliphant said: "The stern en- 


forcement of the law requiring all th4 
physicians to report promptly all sus-> 
picious and actual cases of yellow fe- 
ver 'had a material effect in increasing 
th_e pumper of cases, 


'As a rule the numeral increase in 


cases is due to the fact 'hat we have 
eo organized our forces that the corps 
oi the board of health is so large and 
the activity of the public in ferreting 
out new cases so great, that few, if 
any, new cases are escap:ng attention 
and prompt report.

of district 6, and have been for two 
years. I have lived in Jackson and 
have been a miner since 1885, and L 
have known Mr. Chapman ever since 
I came. 
I have met him In my offi- 


cial business, and have always found 
fcim square to deal with.

'lived up to his agreements. I never 
heard of his being opposed to organ- 
ized labor. He was always ready to' 
meet and treat with us on all labor 
questions, and I have known him to 
require other operators to treat with 
M' He was always for arbitration, -.' 


If any kick came up on any agree- 


I desire to say that from personal 


knowledge,, both as -an official and a 
man, that I believe Mr. Chapman Is a 
perfectly square man with his men, 
and all laboring men. I regard him 
as a man who believes that laboring 
men should enjoy every right that he 
enjoys. 


•He never objects to his men joining 


in a strike; nor doss he discriminate 
against those who have been on a 
strike; on the contrr.ry, I visited his 
men during the strike just ended, and 
found 
his manager working 
largo 


numbers of the men on a farm which 
is there. He is in favor of organized 
labor, and says if his men are not or- 
ganized, it is their fault, for he would 
rather deal w-itb organized than un- 
oragnized labor. He is one operator 
•who gives his men free coal, and dur- 
ing strikes the men go into his mines 
and dig what coal they need. I have 
never heard of his ejecting men dur- 
ing a strike, 
and this is a matter 


which would come up before me as an 
official. 


I have heard that the "Times-Star" 


reported that Mr. Chapman's houses 
at his mines are very inferior. This 
is not true. They are as good as any 
in the county, and have gardens at- 
tached. 


Taken as a whole, I have never had 


a complaint from his mine, nor have 
I ever heard of one made to any offi- 
cial before me. He never had a strike 
In liis mine because of any trouble 
there. His men join in general strikes, 
as do all miners. 


There is no such thing as a coal 


trust In Jackson county, and never 
was. The Times-Star speaks of Chap- 
man's men as having poor clothes and 
no shoes. 
I visited these men and 


mines on official business during the 
strike,'and found 25 at work on tho 
farm haying and others idle, but all 
had shoes and good working clothes. 
As to an open screen, no such thing 
could be; for complaint would be made 
to me at once if it were not fixed on 
demand. 


Mr. Chapman made liberal contri- 


butions during the strike, and, in ad- 
dition, many of the men ran credit at 
bis store. This alone saved us from 
much of <the burden that we would 
have had to meet during the strike 
throughout the region. There was lesa 
suffering reported from his mine dur- 
ing the strike than from any other.

He 
always made a representative of or- 
ganized labor feel that he represented 
aconstituency of men that would do as 
they agreed. He himself always did 
just what he said he would. When 
Chapman made a promise, we knew it 
would (be redeemed, and pending ne- 
gotiations be never broke iaith, nor 
took advantage of technical points not 
provided for /in the preliminary agree- 
ment. 
He was frank, open, manly

came to me from Chapman's mines.

All his advices indicate that 
Salvador is enjoying peace and pros- 
perity, and this, he says, Is equally 
true of Nicaragua and Honduras. 


Mr. Corea 
looks 'hopefully to the 


disappearance of all irritation between 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica as a result 
of the recent decision ns to the bound- 
dary, made 
by 
General Alexander, 


the American enginner appointed by 
President Cleveland as umpire. 
The 


decision has brought out demonstra- 
tions of rejoicing through Nicaragua, 
but Mr. Corea says these are not re- 
joicings over a victory, but of satis- 
faction that the old source of trouble 
has been finally settled. 


The decision of General Alexander 


appears to settle the ownership of the 
territory at -the mouth of the Nicara- 
gua canal, placing all but one of the 
three southerly delta streams within 
tho limits of Nicaragua. 
But while 


this confirms Nicaragua's 
territorial 


possessions, yet Costa Rica claims to 
preserve, under a treaty rights of nav- 
igation of the San Juan river forming 
the entrance of the canal. 


The revolution in Guatamala is the 


only one of these recently reported in 
Central America, which is one occa- 
sioning serious 
apprehension. 
The 


Guatamala army comprises 40,000 men, 
including the reserves, and has a large 
equipment of ordnance. The revolu- 
tionists are said to have 40 'pieces of 
artillery. 
More serious engagements 


than those which often mark these 
Central American uprisings, therefore, 
are probable. 


The last of the 
advices 
received 


here showed that the 
revolutionists 


held the second city of importance in 
the country, where it was expected 
the government forces would engage 
them.

eral MoKenna had another extended 
conierence with ex-Governor Hoadley 
in regard to the pending Union Pacific 
foreclosure sale. 


With reference to the statement ca- 


bled from London to the effect that an 
English syndicate had 
'forwarded a 


bid for the Union. Pacific property In 
in competition with that of the reor- 
ganization 
committee, the attorney 


general said, that although no foreign 
bid had yet 'been received, It was a 
fact that tlie government had received 
Inquiries from foreign sources and 
he had no doubt that the capitalists 
of this country and Europe would see 
to it that the property is not sold at 
a price much 'below its value. 


The government, he said, had en- 


tered Into no 
agreement or under- 


standing with reorganization commit- 
tee, or any one else, by which they 
are to have the road for $45,000,000, or 
any other sum. 


The property, t« added, would be 


sold under foreclosure proceedings, to 
the highest bidder, and the only con- 
nection th« government has with the 
reorganization commission is that th« 
latter guaranteed that If the gov«rn- 
m«nt would Jolr* In the foreclosure 
proceedings, th« committee 
would 


guarantee that a. bid of at east |45,- 
000,000 would 'fce received for the for- 
ernment's equities. Under this pledge 
tb» good faiih of -which was secured 
by a deposit of 15,000,000, the gorern- 
ment Joined in the suit, which resulted 
In an order by the court for the pub- 
lic sa.I« of the 'property on Novem- 
ber 1. 


Transfer of the Tantlc. 


Washington, Oct. 6.—Secretary Long 


gave the necessary orders for the sail- 
Ing from Bostoin of the Yantic and 
her delivery to the state of Michigan 
for the use of the naval militia. The 
old ship will sail under her own steam 
some time between the 12th and 15th 
insts. She will be under the command 
of Commander W. L. Moore, United 
States navy, who will have with him 
a crew of 40 sailors. Lieutenants New- 
bery and Lothrop, representing the 
state of Michigan, will sail with the 
Yantic, and upon her arrival at Mon- 
treal will formally receive the ship 
from the hands of Commander Moore 
In behalf of the state.
